COURT HEARS 
TESTIMONY IN 
MURDER CASE 


"I raised th* gun to my 
shoulder and got hor in th# 
sights and pulled tho trig­ 
ger." 
State Police Corporal Harold W. 
Eckenrode told the Adams County 
court this morning that was the 
way in which Curtis E. Ewing, 
34-year-old Waynesboro shoe fac­ 
tory employe described to him 
how early on the morning of 
October 21. 
1964, he admitted 
shooting his estranged wife, Cleo 
A. Ewing. 38. At the time Mrs. 
Ewing was in the kitchen of the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
E. Schultz, 2*2 miles west of here 
along the Lincoln Highway, at­ 
tempting to telephone state police. 
SIGNS GUILTY PLEA 
At the opening of the trial this 
morning Ewing signed a plea of 
guilty to the charge of murder 
of his wife. There is no jury. 
Judge W. C. Sheely and Associate 
Judges Earl W. Guise and Clar­ 
ence D. Deardorff will, after testi­ 
mony is completed, determine the 
degree of murder of which Ewing 
is guilty. If first degree is found, 
then the court will also determine 
whether Ewing will die for the 
crime or spend his life in prison. 
The rifle used was a gift from 
Mrs. Ewing to her husband in 
1961 
according 
to Eckenrode’s 
testimony. The officer was on the 
stand for an hour this morning 
relating details of the questioning 
of Ewing a few hours after the 
shooting.

PISA PREPARES 
TO HOST POPE 
ON FIRST VISIT

PISA, Italy (AP) 
—The city 
of the Leaning Tower prepared 
a timultuous welcome today for 
Pope Paul VI, making his fifth 
big trip outside Rome since be­ 
coming pontiff two years ago. 
An estimated half a million 
people jammed 
Pisa 
— five 
times the normal population of 
the ancient city of the Amo Riv­ 
er. 
Thousands were already here 
to attend the Italian Eucharistic 
Congress. Other thousands of 
Italians 
and 
foreign 
tourists 
came to witness the first visit to 
Pisa by a pontiff since Pope 
Piux IX came here in 1857. 
MANY AMERICANS 
American 
servicemen 
and 
their families from Camp Dar­ 
by, a U.S. base under the North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization, 
were prominent in the crowds. 
Prem ier AWo Moro and De 
tense Minister Giulio Andreotti 
came from Rome to greet the 
Pope at the airfield after his 
165-mile flight. 
A military band was on hand 
to play the Italian and Vatican 
anthems for his arrival. An air 
force 
honor 
guard 
was 
re­ 
splendent in parade ground uni 
form. 
A large open car was ready to 
carry the Pope the 7 miles into 
the heart of the city to the 
Square of Miracles, where the 
Eucharistic 
Congress 
opened 
June 6 and where the Leaning 
Tower stands. 
An altar was erected in the 
square for the 
Pope to say 
Mass. During his four-hour visit 
he was also to deliver a speech 
to the 4.000 participants at the 
Eucharistic Congress and then 
to receive city officials ami lo­ 
cal church leaders at the offices 
of Bishop Ugo Camozzo. 
Pisa was the third Italian city 
chosen by Pope Paul for a visit 
after trips to Orvieto and Monte 
Cassino. His longest papal trips 
so far have been the historic 
journeys to the Holy Land and 
India 


ROTO STAFF 
READIES CARET 
ENCAMPMENT 


The four-man active Army staff, 
assigned to duties with the ROTO 
Instructor Group Detachment for 
Gettysburg ‘College, reported to 
Indiantown Gap Military Reser­ 
vation Monday to map out final 
details and set up operations for 
the largest Army ROTC sum­ 
mer training encampment in the 
nation. 
The estimated flood of over 
3.000 cadets to the Pennsylvania 
military installation, near Harris­ 
burg, is scheduled for June 19. 
They woll represent 54 colleges 
and universities in seven states 
and the District of Columbia. 
Lt. Col Robert D. Moore, pro­ 
fessor of military science at Get­ 
tysburg College, said that the 
local ROTO staff has been working 
on plans for the summer encamp­ 
ment since early last year. Spe­ 
cial training activities prepared 
the local cadet contingent for the 
rigorous six-week program. 
Most of the cadets attending 
the encampment will be entering 
their Senior year of college in 
the fall. 
According to Lt. Col. Moore, the 
summer training program offers 
cadets “the chance to put into 
practice all that we’ve been teach­ 
ing them during campus class­ 
room sessions during these past 
three 
years.” 
Explaining 
that 
summer camp is an integral part 
of the four-year Army ROTC 
program, the colonel pointed out 
that a cadet must successfully 
complete his field training period 
to be eligible for a commission 
as a second lieutenant when he 
graduates from college. 
Members of the Gettysburg Col­ 
lege staff who will attend the 
1965 Advanced ROTC encampment 
are Capt. Francis D. Garshak.

PATMAN ASKS

that Martin has challenged the 
President on economic policy, 
caused a stock markctdrop by

comparing

Patman 
called disastrous monetary and 
credit policies. 
LONG TIME FOE 
The Banking Committee chair­ 
man, a long-time adversary of 
Martin, rejected the comparison 
between 1965 and the eve of the 
1929 crash which he said Martin 
made in a recent Columbia Uni­ 
versity speech. 
But Patman said there is one 
parallel: “The fact that for the 
past six months the Federal Re­ 
serve has been carrying on a 
‘squeeze it’ policy. That is, they 
have 
tightened, 
tightened, 
tightened credit. That is what 
happened prior to the Hoover 
depression. 
“ Mr. Martin’s Fed has caused 
every 
.single 
depression 
and 
recession in our time, and al­ 
ways by tightening credit and 
increasing interest rates, and 
cutting down on the money sup­ 
ply.” 
In the Columbia speech June 
I, Martin said there are “dis­ 
quieting 
similarities” between 
I the present prosperity and the 
boom that preceded the depres­ 
sion of the 1930s.

HARRISBURG (AP) — Gov. 
Scranton says he has approved 
eight neighborhood youth corps 
projects 
aimed 
at providing 
summer jobs for 1,841 Pennsyl­ 
vanians from 16 to 21 years of 
age. 
The work-training programs 
for economically disadvantaged 
youth will be sponsored by the 
Philadelphia school district; the 
archdiocesan school district of 
Philadelphia; the Germantown 
Community Center in Philadel­ 
phia; the Friends Service As­ 
sociation for the Delaware Val­ 
ley, serving lower Bucks Coun­ 
ty; the Norristown school dis­ 
trict; the 
Wilkes-Barre 
city 
schools; Rankin school district, 
Allegheny County, and the dio­ 
cese of Erie, covering 13 coun­ 
ties in northwest Pennsylvania. 
COST $939,149 
The eight programs will cost 
an estimated $939,849, the gov­ 
ernor’s office reported Tuesday. 
Under provisions of the anti 
poverty act, the federal govern 
ment will meet $788,842 of the 
expenses. 
Most participatns will be high 
school students on summer va­ 
cation. They will receive $1.25 
an hour and work from IO to 32 
hours per week. 
Positions will include play 
ground and recreation aides; of 
fice, 
custodial, 
and 
painters' 
assistants; and aides in hos­ 
pitals, day nurseries, and librar­ 
ies. 
Supervision 
and 
counseling 
will be provided by the spon­ 
sors. 
In most cases, supple 
mental services such as reme­ 
dial 
education,

care will be available for those 
with special needs.

Problems seem most acute in 


these nations: 


Colombia—A wave of student 
and labor riots was crushed re­ 
cently by the Armv and Pres!- 
dent Guillermo Leon Valencia 
declared a state of siege, a mod­ 
ified form of martial law. Dis­ 
content over slow progress in 
reforms sparked the riots. The 
country also has been plagued 
by outbursts of banditry and 
kidnapping. International com­ 
munism has proclaimed Colom 
bia. along with Venezuela, its 
principal target in Latin Amer­ 
ica. 
Bolivia — The government’s 
crackdown on Marxist leaders 
of the tin miners* union led to 
virtual civil war in which min­ 
ers opposed Army troops. The 


basic problem hm* is the na­ 
tionalized tin mines, losing a 
half-million dollars a day be- 
cause thev 
are 
heavily over­ 
staffed. Every government ef­ 
fort to cut down the work force 
and settle surplus miners else­ 
where has led to revolt. 


UNDER IRON RULE 


Haiti — Sharing the island of 
Hispaniola with the Dominican 
Republic, the little Negro na­ 
tion is kept in subjugation by 
the iron rule of Dictator Fran ­ 
cois Duvalier. An explosion here 
is certain, sooner or later. 
Uruguay — Long regarded as 
a model democracy, the little 
nation has been plagued by in 
flation, unemployment and scan­ 
dalous bank failures. 
Reports 
that the military were planning 


a coup were discounted by the 
ruling government council but 
an upset of some kind seemed 
not unlikely. 
Ecuador — The ruling mili­ 
tary junto sent the Army to sup­ 
press a general strike in the big 
port 
city of Guayaquil. 
This 
was called by businessmen and 
labor unions to protest higher 
customs duties on luxury im­ 
ports. The trouble pointed up 
the persistent confact between 
Guayaquil 
and 
the 
rulers 
in 
Quito. 
Guayaquil 
businessmen 
have 
resisted 
Quito’s 
reform 
projects if they touch Guaya­ 
quil's 
interests. 
A renewal of 
this conflict is certain.

But the F L N has pledged 
a new attempt at revolution at 
the first opportunity. It has a 
permanent mission in Havana 
headed by German Lairet, who 
is treated as a ranking am bas- 
sador by the Castro government. 
Argentina — The nation is be­ 
set by inflation and government 
financial problems, the linger­ 
ing problem of Peronism and a 
controversy over whether or not 
to send troops to the Dominican 
Republic as part of the Inter- 
American force. Generals would 
I like to send troops. Congees* 
I wants no part of such a project. 
and university students and la­ 
bor unions threaten a general 
strike if a force is sent.

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Stocks Tumble To Attract 
More Long-Term Investors

NEW YORK (AP) - The tum­ 
ble of stock market averages 
from their May 14 peak has 
brought many issues to a level 
that makes their yields much 
more attractive to long-term in­ 
vestors. 
Return on the investment is 
one reason for buying stocks. 
Another, and much dearer to 
most active 
traders, 
is 
the 
chance of capital gains from 
rising prices. 
On the first score the market 
looks better today to the long­ 
term investor. He was begin­ 
ning to worry because at the 
peak prices the yields looked 
small. Corporate profits were 
rising but stock prices out­ 
stripped them. 
BARGAINS APPEAR 
On the second score, the sharp 
drop in stock prices Tuesday 
could make some issues look like 
bargains. But it wiped out a lot 
of paper profits for those who 
had bought with hopes that 
prices would keep climbing. And 
these disappointed ones are the 
loudest grumblers at the m ar­ 
ket’s performance in most of the 
last fouT weeks. 
The yield is what you get, or 
have a right to expect, in divi­ 
dends in ratio to the market 
price you pav for a stock, in 
most instances dividends depend 
upon past and prospective earn­ 
ings of the individual corpora­ 
tions. So would-be buyers watch 
closely the ratio of stock prices 
to current earnings as reported 
or estimated. 
And that ratio is now much 
more 
attractive 
to 
investors 
than it was at times when exu­ 
berance 
was 
sending 
prices 
soaring. 
For an example take the 30 in­ 


dustrial stocks used in the pop­ 
ular Dow-Joues industrial index. 
A year ago the index stood at 
805. Per share earnings of the 
30 stocks came to $42 60. The 
price index thus was 18.9 times 
earnings. 
The index reached its peak of 
939.62 May 14. Tuesday’s break 
brought it down to 889.05, a 5.38 
per cent drop. But estimated per 
share earnings of the 30 stocks is 
now $48.78. So Tuesday the in­ 
dustrial price average is 18.2 
times earnings. 
The stock market always has 
two kinds of buyers and sellers. 
The quiet and least-noticed one 
is the investor who expects a 
reasonable yield on the stock he 
buys (or is selling because the 
yield looks poor). He also hopes 
that prices may rise or at least 
not drop. But he prizes his diyi- 
dend checks. 
YIELD IMPORTANT 
The second, the one more 
likely to affect the sharp day- 
to-day swings of the market, 
cares only incidentally for the 
yield or dividends. His eye is on 
making a killing by buying low 
and selling high. When he sells 
it is because he thinks the 
chances of that have gone glim­ 
mering. 
The majority of stocks in 
America are held by the long­ 
term investors. And to them 
yield is important. The small 
percentage of outstanding stocks 
that are traded day by day and 
change hands many times each 
year 
set 
the 
current 
price 
trends.

In Tight Race With Soviet

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - The 
United States and the Soviet 
Union are locked in a tight race 
to reach the moon first. The 
winner’s rewards will be great: 
national 
prestige, 
scientific 
knowledge, 
perhaps 
military 
domination of space. 
The flights this week of Gemi­ 
ni 4 and the Soviet Luna 6 are 
dramatic 
evidence 
that 
both 
nations are very much in the 
race. 
Astronauts James A. McD'vitt 
and Edward H. White II ad­ 
vanced the United States a long 
way on the lunar highway with 
their 
four-riav 
flight 
during 
which White took a 20-minute 
walk in space. Manned flights in 
the Gemini and 
Apollo pro 
grams now are scheduled at 
tw?o-month intervals in a drive 
toward a manned lunar landing, 
which could come as early as 
1968 
EXPECTS SOFT-LANDING 
It is suspected that Luna 6 
will attempt the first soft-land- 
wg of an instrumented capsule 
jn the moon if it reaches there 
as scheduled Friday. Success of 
such a maneuver would provide 
vital data on the strength of the 
moon's surface — information 
needed before men set loot 
there. 
The United States plans to 
attempt a soft-landing with an 
unmanned 
Surveyor craft 
in 
October. 
Why go to th moon? 
This question has been debat­ 
ed in scientific and government 
circles since President John F. 
Kennedy committed the United 
States to the race in 1961. 
FAVOR M ANNED SHOTS 
Most scientists favor sending 
men to the moon. But from the 
start the Apollo lunar landing 
project 
has 
had 
its 
critics. 
Former 
President Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower called it a “stunt 
race.” Several respected scien­ 
tists believe Hie money and 
brainpower 
could 
be 
better 
spnt to improve the lot of man 
through medical research, anti­ 
poverty programs and the like. 
Some contend automatic space­ 
craft could do the job better 
than man. 
The one aspect that seems to 
bother the American public is 
the estimated $20-billion price- 
tag. 
CAN AFFORD PROJECT 
“That’a a lot of money,” says 
James Webb, administrator of 


the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. “But as 
big as that $20 billion looks, we 
are spending only one per cent 
of our Gross National Product 
on space—so we can afford it. 
“It is not being spent on the 
moon as some people like to 
infer. It is being spent right 
here in the United States. In 
fact. 90 per cent of it goes di­ 
rectly to private, free-enterprise 
companies, many of them small 
local businesses 
“And I cannet for the life of 
me think of any other kind of 
endeavor that could benefit our 
nation in 
so 
many ways 
at 
once.’’ Webb said. “It advances 
knowledge and stimulates our 
education. It creates new jobs 
and skills. It perfects our tech­ 
nology. It strengthens our na­ 
tional security and it adds to 
our total 
national wealth 
in 
many ways.” 
PRESTIGE FACTOR 
Concerning the prestige fac­ 
tor, President Johnson has said: 
“Surely 
the 
country 
which 
combines the ability, the re­ 
sources and the courage to go to 
the moon will sit high at inter­ 
national negotiating tables. If 
such a country is one which pro­ 
tects freedom, a strong blow is 
made for a world of peace in­ 
stead of a world of subjuga­ 
tion.” 
Dr. Homer Newell, NASA as­ 
sociate administrator for space 
science ami applications, is one 
of many scientists who believe 
the moon may hold the key to 
the origin of our solar system, 
generally believed to have been 
created about 4.5 billion years 
ago. 
Says Newell: “On the earth, 
the atmosphere and the oceans 
wear away surface features in 
IO to 50 million years. Mountain- 
building 
activity 
turns 
over 
large areas of the surface in 
about the same time. 
IMPORTANT AREA 
“ But on the moon there are no 
oceans and atmosphere to de­ 
stroy the surface, and there is 
little if any mountain building. 
“For these reasons the moon 
has retained a record which 
probably goes back billions of 
years to the infancy of the solar 
system. The moon is the Roset­ 
ta Stone of the solar system, 
and to the student of the origin 
of he earth and planets, this 
lifeless body is even more im- 
porant 
than 
Mars or Venus, 
whose 
properties 
resemble

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Drug Addicts Find New Life 
In Hospital Cure Program 


LEXINGTON, 
Ky. 
(AP) 
- 
There are thousands of ways 
and thousands of places a per­ 
son can start the narcotics hab­ 
it. This is where he may end it. 
When John Doe. a dope ad­ 
dict, steps inside the gate at the 
U.S. Public Health Service Hos­ 
pital, it can be the end and the 
beginning for him. 
More than 57.000 John and 
Jane Does have passed through 
the gate since the hospital, one 
of two of its kind in the world, 
opened 30 years ago. 
A R R IV E H AND CU FFED 
They arrive handcuffed to a 
federal marshal or voluntarily. 
After 
that, 
the 
procedure 
is 
about the same for everybody. 
First stop is the admission 
suite, where the new patient is 
given 
a physical examination 
and gives his medical history. 
Doctors find out what kind of 
drugs he has been taking, where 
he got them and how much he 
has consumed. 
Then, if he has not already 
undergone 
withdrawal 
from 
drugs, that chore begins. 
The time needed to get the 
patient off drugs usually ranges 
from four to 12 days. During 
that time, he gets smaller and 
sm aller doses of methadone, a 
synthetic drug that helps relieve 
withdrawal symptoms. 


E A SY LETDOW N 
“ We let them down reason­ 
ably easy. They are uncomfor- 
Aable. complain a lot. don't eat 
much and don’t rest well, but it 
is a very humane method.’* Dr. 
Robert W. Razor, medical offi­ 
cer in charge of the hospital, 
said. 
“ Most of us don’t think it is 
too difficult to get a person off 
drugs, but the real job is to keep 
them off.” he said. 
Most prisoner patients don’t 
need 
the 
withdrawal 
phase. 
They have undergone what they 
call “cold turkey” — the nerve- 
ahattering complete withdrawal, 
without aid, in jail. 
The hospital likes to keep vol­ 
untary patients up to six months 
aa get them ready to face the 
world again without returning to 
the habit. 
Prisoner patients most often 
stay longer because of a law 
that requires a mandatory five- 
year sentence, without parole, 
for possession of narcotics. 


A P P E T IT E S R ETU RN 
“ After withdrawal, they usu­ 
ally start getting their a p p e ­ 
tites back and rest easier,” Dr. 
Razor said. “Then 
we 
move 
them into the convalescent ward 
for about a week before starting 
the orientation program.” 
Every patient at tne hospital 
Is put to work. And he gets the 
chance to learn to play again, 
too. 
“ This Is the essence of the 
program.” Dr. Razor said. 
Voluntary patients can leave 
any time they want. Razor said, 
and 
most 
leave 
before 
they 
should. 


H ALF A R E VOLUNTARY 
For this reason, about two- 
thirds of the patients in the hos­ 
pital at any one time are prison­ 
ers, but more than half of the 
admissions are voluntary. 
The hospital, which accepted 
Its first patients May 29. 1935, 
averages 
1,035 
patients 
at 
a 
time. The other Public llerlth 
Service hospi'al. at Ft. Worth, 
Tex., opened a few' years la’er. 
Razor and other medical offi­ 
cers hope for two improvements 
in their program — indetermi­ 
nate sentences fof prisoners and 
a better type of tare after re 
lease. Congressional action 
is 
needed for faith. 
The 
indeterminate 
sentence 
would allow doctors to release 
patients when they are ready to 
go home.

SPOKE IN CALCUTTA 
Next

missionary movement. He went 
to Rajahmundry and visited the

Harold Dunkelberger at Gettys­ 
burg College. 
BOMBAY, JERUSALEM 
At Bangalore he conferred at 
the Christian Institute for Society 
and Religion with M. M. Thomas 
a chemist by profession who is 
devoting ris time to a dialogue 
between 
Indian 
religions 
and 
philosophies and Christian the­ 
ology. Bombay and then Jeru­ 
salem were next on the itinerary. 
He studied the structure of the 
ancient city of Jerusalem and 
witnessed current excavations at 
the Damascus gate of the old city 
where they have dug through re­ 
mains of IO civilizations. 
He walked from the Jordanian to 
the Israeli side through the single 
access gate and in Israel Jeru­ 
salem 
visited 
the 
tombs 
and 
palatial 
mausoleums 
of 
the 
ancient high priestly families. It 
was near King David’s tomb that 
he visited the memorial of the 
six million executed Jews. “The 


most gruesome sight (rf the whole 
trip was the bottles of green 
pills used in the gas chambers 
and a lump of fat in a bottle 
beside them labeled ‘pure Jewish 
fat,’ a product of the gas cham­ 
bers.” 
VISITS HOLY LAND 
It was his first visit to the Holy 
Land and he took a tour around 
the Sea of Galilee ao Capernaum, 
Nazareth and Cana. He was great­ 
ly impressed with the contribu­ 
tion to Israeli growth and the 
nation's economy by the “kib­ 
butzim,” social cooperative vil­ 
lages in which men work with 
their talents and receive the ne­ 
cessities of life, plus education 
and a touch of culture in return 
instead of wages. Membership is 
not forced but Is offered after a 
year's probationary’ period. “An 
interesting social phenomenon,” 
he called it. 
He visited the Hebrew Univer­ 
sity in Jerusalem and then went 
on to Athens, visited the Acropolis 
and the Agora where Paul spoke. 
GOES TO ROME 
From Greece he went to Rome 
where he had a contact with the 
Vatican Secretariat for Christian 
Unity, whose leaders introduced 
him as a member of the execu­ 
tive committee of the National 
Council of Churches’ committee 
on faith and order. He talked 
with professors from the Pontifical 
Institute of Gregorian University, 
particularly with regard to inter­ 


pretation of scripture. His resi­ 
dence was with other theologians 
at Foyer Unitas, where many of 
the Ecumenical Council observ­ 
ers had resided. 
SU RPRISE CALL 
The 
invitation 
to the 
papal 
audience came as a surprise and 
Dr. Heikkinen saw in the m eet­ 
ing, his introduction and the 
presentation of the gift scrip­ 
tures “ a symbol of change.” He 
studied at the Vatican library 
which 
he 
describes 
as 
“the 
most exciting and most precious 
library in the world because of 
its 
antiquity.” 
The 
library 
is 
available to scholars from around 
the world, and “time stands still 
there.” He spent two weeks in 
Rome, mostly at carefully selected 
“ targets” and not sightseeing 
as a tourist. 
He 
was 
greatly 
impressed 
with the Gregorian professors 
whom he described as “unusual­ 
ly competent.” He found the Ro­ 
man Catholic leadership “ solid­ 
ly informed” and noticed, too, 
“the absence of any sense of 
hurry or rush. They seem to 
have time and proceed with less 
haste than we but more thor­ 
oughly.” 
GENEVA M EETIN GS 
Next high point was Geneva 
and he conferred there with the 
Faith and Order secretariat at 
the headquarters of the World 
Council of Churches. He was at 
Bossey Ecumenical Institute on 


Lake Geneva for two weeks and 
while there he participated in a 
seminar on orthodox theology 
dogma and liturgy of the East 
era Church, conducted by Dr 
Nissiotis, “a fabulous Greek of 
whom more certainly will be 
heard in the future.” 
To sum up his conclusions on 
the ecumenical movement and 
missions after his journey, Dr. 
Heikkinen quoted a Maryknoll 
scholar in Japan: “We will not 
succeed, any of us, in our mis 
sionary effort in Japan as we 
ought to until we teach and pro­ 
claim the gospel of Christ to­ 
gether . . . God can’t favor us 
with a blessing until we do this 
work of the gospel with one 
voice and one mind.” 
LIK ES G REECE 
He pointed to the institute at 
Bangalore as one of the most 
significant in the world today 
where the work of the gospel 
overrides 
all 
differences. 
“ I 
would prefer that travelers go 
not to West Europe but to the 
Holy Land and to Greece first 
for that is where the founda­ 
tions of our civilization were 
laid. Europe has only an exten­ 
sion of them. Tt seems to me 
the American people have not 
yet balanced their present and 
potential power with a knowl­ 
edge of other cultures. Our ba­ 
sic weakness may well be our 
parochialism in this one world 
today.”

HARRISBURG (A P) - Gov. 
Scranton has asked the G eneral 
Assembly to approve $7,466,061 
for the state gam e fund for fis­ 
cal 1965-66. 
The figure, contained in the 
adm inistration’s proposed 
spe­ 
cial funds budgets subm itted to 
the legislature Tuesday, rep re­ 
sented a $119,938 increase over 
1964-65. 
F or 
the 
Fish 
Commission, 
Scranton asked for $2,648,007 for 
the year starting July I, a drop 
of about $50,000 from the pres­ 
ent figure. 
Noticeable drops in both the 
fish and gam e budgets w ere re ­ 
flected, however, in anticipated 
revenues from fees and sale oi 
licenses. 
FEES, LICENSES 
In the gam e fund, fees and li­ 
censes are expected to produce 
$5,727,800, a decrease of $65,000. 
The anticipated figure for the 
Fish Commission was set at 
$2,292,457, a drop of $29,750. 
The financial picture appear­ 
ed som ewhat little brighter in 
the state harness racing fund. 
Pennsylvania is expected to get 
$4,620,255 in tax revenue next 
fiscal year, an increase of about 
$1,033,560. 
Why the drop in license sales? 
“ Sales nave been sliding slow­ 
ly over the past eight y ears,” 
R obert J. Bielo. executive direc­ 
tor 
of 
the 
Fish 
Commission 
said. 
POPULATION SHIFT 
“ There has been a big popu­ 
lation shift in Pennsylvania,” 
he said. “ We have a lot more 
younger and older people but 
we lost a lot in the 20-40 year 
age group. This group used to 
buy 45 to 46 per cent of the fish­ 
ing licenses.” 
The gam e 
budget 
calls for 
200.000 antlerless deer licenses 
to be distributed, 
a drop of 
70.000 from the past season. 
Glenn L. Bowers, deputy ex­ 
ecutive director of the Game 
Commission, explained that the 
number of licenses fluctuates 
from season to season. 
“ The commission is trying to 
seek a desirable deer population 
level,” he said.

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A Bit Of History About 
Early Settlers

B ^OH^S^CHURCH^A^ T family W3S StriCt Quakers’ and 
Several 
weeks 
ago 
Saint 
John’s 
Episcopal 
Church 
at 
Compassville, Lancaster Coun­ 
ty, Pennsylvania, was first men­ 
tioned, in this column, in con­ 
nection with the Clemson fam­ 
ily. Since that time there have 
been several requests for more 
information pertaining to this 
old and historic parish. This ar. 
tide will attempt to answer 
these queries and also point out 
the Clemson connection. 
In the old vestry book belong­ 
ing to the congregation is the 
charter of the Church, ‘Saint 
John’s Church. Pequea, in ye 
County of Chester and Province 
of Pennsylvania.” At the time 
this parish was established, it 
will be noticed, Lancaster Coun­ 
ty was still part of Chester. The 
wooden (probably log) church 
was erected in 1729 upon a plot 
of ground containing one acre 
and one perch, and a portion of 
this tract was reserved for a 
graveyard. The old “wooden” 
structure has long since beer, 
tom down but there is still a 
church “ at Pequea” and serv­ 
ices are held there. 
* • * 
The Clemsons early became 
connected with the Parish of 
Saint John’s. The progenitor of 
the family was Jacob (I) Clem­ 
son. one of the early Swedish 
settlers in Delaware before 1650. 
His son, James (2) Clemson, 
married Jean (or Jane) Coates, 
who came from England with 
her parents in 1650 The Coates 


it was through this marriage 
that the Clemson family be 
came 
identified 
with 
the 
Friends. This continued for sev­ 
eral generations but finally a 
strong - minded woman changed 
the picture. James (3) Clemson 
married, 
in 
1750, 
Margaret 
Head, the daughter of Stephen 
Head, an elder in the Octoraro 
Presbyterian Church. Both re­ 
fused to “give way” and finally 
they compromised. They were 
married by a Lutheran minister 
and afterwards left their respec­ 
tive denominations and became 
members of Saint John’s Epis­ 
copal church.* * • 
The initial step once taken 
they “did a good job” and Saint 
John’s could not have had bet­ 
ter members than James and 
Margaret (Head) Clemson. In 
1753 James Clemson subscribed 
towards the erection of the first 
stone church. He later served 
on the vestry. When he died, on 
July 13, 1792, he was buried in 
the churchyard and the marker 
at his grave is still in place and 
in good condition. In the years 
that followed other members of 
the family were interred there 
and today there is a number 
of Clemson graves in this plot. 
John (3) Clemson, son of John 
(2), 
had 
but 
one 
child— 
a daughter, Hannah (4) Clem­ 
son. who on October 31, 1747, 
married John Buckley, son of 
Adam Buckley, of Brandywine 
Hundred, New Castle County. 
Hannah (4) Buckley’s daughter, 


Ann (5) Buckley, married Am­ 
mon 
Grubb. 
Ann 
(Buckley) 
Grubb’s niece. Harriet Amelia 
Buckley, married Henry Bates 
Grubb on December 1,1808. The 
ceremony was performed by the 
Rev. Fr. Levi Bull at “Compe­ 
tence Farm ,” home of the bride. 
Before concluding the notes 
on the Clemson family it is in­ 
teresting 
to note 
that Louisa 
(4) Clemson, the daughter of 
Thomas (3) Clemson, married 
Dr. 
Samuel 
Washington, 
a 
grand 
- 
nephew of General 
George Washington. 
The old stone church of St. 
John’s is most interesting and 
it has not been subject to the 
so-called trend in modernization. 
To walk into its peaceful sanc­ 
tuary is to step into the part— 
of 
s o m e 
200 
years 
ago. 
Here time has ceased to exist— 
only 
man’s relationship 
with 
God is the endless question that 
sometimes finds an answer. 
The 
ancient 
burial 
ground 
which surrounds the Church of 
St. John is of great historical 
and 
genealogical 
interst. 
To 
walk through it is to turn, one 
by one, the pages of many years 
of history. 
• • • 
One of the early Lancaster 
County families to find a last 
resting place in this quiet “Acre 
of God” is the Douglass clan. 
Andrew, James, and Archibald 
Douglass, brothers, were in the 
Rebellion of 1715, in favor of the 
Pretender, and for that were 
obliged to leave Scotland. They 
came to America 1725-28 and 
settled near the Pequea Valley 
and were associated with Saint 
John’s Parish from its inception. 
Archibald Douglass was on the 
first list of subscribers in 1729. 
They 
contributed 
toward the 
erection of the stone church in 
1753. Andrew Douglass died on 
January 20. 1742, and was bur 


ied 
in 
the 
churchyard 
and 
James died on ‘November 8, 
1757, and was interred near his 
brother. Archibald Douglass, the 
youngest of the three brothers, 
died November 26, 1756, and 
found a final peace at St. John’s. 
Upon a pyramidal monument 
in the “old cemetery” may be 
seen 
this 
brief 
inscription— 
Adelaide — Born January 31, 
1835 — Died May 31, 1856.” 
• • * 
This 
somewhat 
mysterious 
marker has a story, in this case 
a most unhappy one, back of it. 
The Rev. Father Edward P. 
Wright 
was 
rector 
of Saint 
John’s from 1854 to 1856. Just 
before coming to the parish he 
married a widow', by the name 
of Carryell, who had two chil­ 
dren, Adelaide and Thomas Car 
ryell. In the summer of 1855, 
a young foreigner, presumably 
a Spaniard, by name, JoseDh 
Hazazer, was employed to paint 
the church. He and Adelaide 
Carryell fell in love with each 
other, and the mother looked 
with much distain upon the at 
tachment. The young people tak­ 
ing advantage of her absence, 
walked to the parsonage of Pe­ 
quea Presbyterian church anc! 
were married by the Rev. John 
Wallace on June 26. 1855. Noth 
ing but trouble followed. Mrs 
Wright refused to allow Hazazer 
to claim his bride. Adelaide 
(Carryell) Hazazer died at the 
age 
of 
21 
y e a r s 
and 
was buried in the churchyard 
Her child was taken away by 
the mother and neither of the 
parents ever knew what be 
came of it. • • • 
Mrs. Wright had the menu 
ment erected at her daughter’s 
grave with the name “Adelaide 
Carryell” 
inscribed 
thereon 
Sometime afterward the young 
husband visited the last resting 


place of his wife and had his 
name carved on it. This the 
Wrights had taken off so only 
the name “Adelaide” remains. 
The oldest tomb in the church­ 
yard is that of George Boyd, 
who died in 1731. Undoubtedly 
there 
are 
older 
graves un­ 
marked or designated only by 
field stones without inscriptions. 
George Boyd Jr., son of the 
first 
George 
Boyd, 
married 
Mary Douglass, the daughter of 
Archibald Douglass, and they 
were the parents of eight chil­ 
dren. John (3) Boyd was a colo­ 
nel in the War of the American 
Revolution. Margaret (3) Boyd 
became the second wife of Cap­ 
tain James Hamilton, who for 
50 
years 
kept 
the 
“Bull’s 
Head Tavern” on the old road 
in Saltsburg Township. 


Physician Dies 
At Age Of 81 


CHAMBERSBURG, Pa. (AP) 
—Dr. Joseph P. Maclay, 81-year- 
old 
physician 
who 
practiced 
here for more than a half- 
century, 
died 
Wednesday 
at 
Chambersburg Hospital. 
Until his retirement in 1960, 
Dr. Maclay had served for 49 
years as physician at the Scot- 
and School for Veterans’ Chil­ 
dren. He also had served as 
Franklin County 
coroner, 
and 
for eight years was Republican 
chairman of Franklin County. 
Surviving are his widow and 
one daughter.

Senate Labor and Public Wel­ 
fare Committee has approved a 
bill which would create region­ 
al medical complexes to aid in 
the fight against heart disease, 
cancer and stroke. 
The three diseases accounted 
for 1.2 million American deaths 
in 1963, or about 71 per cent of 
the total total.

GETTYSBURG* PJI. 
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Court Issues Clear Opinion 
In Overturning Estes Case 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Associated Press News Analyst 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court would be better 
understood, and more easily, if 
all its opinions were like the one 
it gave this week in the case of 
Billie Sol Estes. 
The court overturned his con­ 
viction at a Texas state trial on 
a swindling charge because the 
proceedings 
were 
televised 
against his wish es. 
It was a tight decision. 5 to 4, 
but Mas one of the clearest, sim­ 
plest and best organized the 
court has ever handed down, 
even though some people read­ 
ing it, including the dissenting 
justices, don’t agree with the 
conclusions. 
In addition, and this was al­ 
most startling, the decision and 
the basic reason for it were 
summed up in the first para­ 
graph. Finding the decision in 
an opinion is often like search­ 
ing in a labyrinth. 
SKETCHED BACKGROUND 
The court, having opened with 
its decision, then sketched in the 
background and circumstances 
of the trial and went on from 
there in progressive and related 
steps to show' how' and why it 
made up its mind. 
And, wonder of wonders, the 
opinion was almost totally free 
of legal jargon and citations of 
other cases. One reason may 
have been that this was the first 
time the court had ruled on the 
effect of television a a trial. 
The court reasoned that tele­ 
vising his trial deprived Estes of 
a right guaranteed by the 14th 
Amendment: due process of law 
ahich, in this case meant a fair 
trial.

Estes* lawyers asked 
that telecasting, radio broad­ 
casting and news photography 
be barred. 
The trial judge turned down 
this plea. What followed, judg- 
;ng from the court’s opinion, 
must have been a hubbub. 
The court said: “The court­ 
room was a mass of wires, tele­ 
vision 
cameras, 
microphones 
and photographers . . . cables 
and wires were snaked across 
the courtroom floor, three mi­ 
crophones were on the judge’s 
bench, and others were beamed 
at the jury box and the counsel 
table.”

men and television and radio 
reporters are allowed in court 
but, the court pointed out. this 
doesn’t mean they can bring 
printing presses or television 
cam eras along. 
But most of Clark's opinion, in 
justifying the decision, dwelt on 
the “ im pact” of television cam ­ 
eras in a courtroom on jurors, 
witnesses, the judge, and the 
defendant. 
DEFENDANT'S RIGHT 
Clark said: “ A defendant on 
trial for a specific crime is enti­ 
tled to his day in court, not in a 
stadium or a city or a nation­ 
wide arena. . . 
“ It is said that ‘he ever-ad­

ment of the public to its pres­ 
ence may bring about a change 
in the effect of telecasting upon 
the lairness of crim inal trials.

If the majority of Supreme 
Court opinions had the lucidity 
of this one, the high tribunal — 
particularly the

EXPECT SHARP 
CONC ATTACKS 
WITH MONSOON 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk said 
Wednesday U.S. forces in South 
Viet Nam will not ‘sit there like 
hypnotized rabbits waiting for 
the Viet Cong to attack” and 
some sJharp engagements are 
expected 
during 
the 
current 
monsoon season. 
Asked in a televised interview 
(Today, N B O whether the Unit­ 
ed States is engaged in a war 
in Asia. Rusk replied: ‘‘There 
is, of course, sharp fighting in 
South Viet Nam. I don’t want 
to play with the juridical as­ 
pects of the word ‘war.’ ” 
“ Our men are in Southeast 
Asia because tens of thousands 
of trained 
military 
men 
and 
thousands of tons of arm s have 
been sent down from North Viet 
Nam to take over South Viet 
Nam.” 


REDS SEAT 39,000 
Administration estim ates are 
that 39.000 trained military of­ 
ficers, technicians and political 


workers had been sent by th t 
Communist high command in 
Hanoi to South Viet Nam to bat* 
tie 
the 
government 
forces. 
There are about 54,000 U.S. mil­ 
itary personnel in South Viet 
Nam. 
When Rusk said U.S. forces 
would not merely wait for Viet 
Cong attacks, he put K this 
way: 
‘‘Our men were sent there in 
the first instance to help the 
South Vietnamese. We put some 
additional forces in there to se­ 
cure certain installations, 
be­ 
cause they had been subject to 
m ortar 
attack 
and 
bombings 
and things of that sort. 
‘‘Now, obviously, we do not 
expect these men to sit there 
like hypnotized rabbits waiting 
for the 
Viet Cong to strike. 
They are out in the surrounding 
countryside to be sure that the 
Viet Cong is kept off balance 
and a strong strike force is not 
organized in the neighborhood 
to strike these installations. 
‘‘So that we would expect dur- 
ing this monsoon season there 
w’ould be some sharp engage­ 
ments between the Viet Cong 
and our people.”
